“Wo were a)l quite nervous 
when it struck. Thank good- 
ness the captain kept us posted 
oj the time, 

“I feck now like I've son 
everything," she sald. 

Dr Keith King, of New South 
Wales, said: 

“All of us were a bit cppre- 
henslve when the typhoon struck. 
But we were convinced every- 
thing would be all right.” 

He added that the worst part 
of It was when the lights went 
out-aboard ship for a few min- 
utes before the Changsha 
grounded. 

“We were alt in the dining 
room but none of us ever got a 
chonce to cat anything.’ The 
captain told us to return to our 
cabins and put on our Ife 
jackets,” he said, 

SHUDDERED 

Dr King. said. that. when the 
typhoon hit the chip “shuddered 
ond, after {t grounded, deve- 
lopcd a bad Hest to port.” He 
estlmated the list at about 15 
dagrees. 

“There was, luckily, not ao 
single accident nor any case of 
Beasicknegs,” he said. “All had 
faith that everything would be 
oll right." 

Mrs Ruth | Creoks recounted 
her “dreadful feeling" when. “all 
of us scrambled to put on clothes 
before.we went ashore." 

She said alt the passengers 
had to leave "most of- cur 
things on the ship bu! that 
“thoy will be talocn off for us,"
